SPUD SHORTAGE 
FEAR HITS PRICE 


Serious Decrease in Recent Ship­ 
ments to Markets Is Not 
Caus* of High Potato 
Prices. 


High potato prices have been caused 
by a fear of shortage in future sup­ 
ply rather than a serious decrease in 
recent shipm ents to m arket, accord­ 
ing to the Pennsylvania Departm ent 
of Agriculture. 
Loadings in 
Penn­ 
sylvania were 3,152 carloads to No­ 
vember 7 as compared with only 
1,300 carloads a year ago, while all 
late potato producing districts in the 
United States had shipped 84,311 cars 
by th at date, compared to 79,329 a 
year ago. 
Digging reports from the im port­ 
ant potato counties in Pennsylvania 
showr yield* per acre to 
be 
heavier 
than 
previously 
expected. 
The es­ 
timated 
production 
is 
28,314,000 
bushels, only about two per cent be­ 
low' the bumper crop 
of 
1924, 
and 
seven per cent 
above

crop for the last five years. 
For the first time in recent years, 
Pennsylvania 
ranks a s. the second 
largest potato producing state in the 
United States, being exceeded only 
by Maine 
this year. 
New* 
York, 
Minnesota, Michigan and Wisconsin, 
all of which ranked above the Key­ 
stone state in 1924, have fallen below. 
While it is impossible to predict 
the future trend of potato prices, the 
shortage in the crop for the entire 
country makes it certain th a t a price 
level higher than the abnormally low 
one of last year will prevail through­ 
out the m arketing season.

AGREE ON DEBT 


Provisions Are the Most Liberal 
Granted * Any Nation by 
American; 2 Billions in 
62 Years. 
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Crash Perils Couple in Sedan 


'Washington, Nov. 13.—The funding 
of Italy's debt to the United States, 
reckoned with accrued interest at $2,- 
138,OOO,OOC en the books of tho Treas­ 
ury, was agreed upon here yesterday 
in terms far more lenient than hereto­ 
fore accorded a war debtor. 
The settlement, which will bo signed 
formally Saturday by Secretary vlel- 
lon and Count Volpi, Italian Finance 
Minister, has th'! approval of Preai- 
dent Coolidge and awaits only tho fa­ 
vorable action of Congress and the 
Mussolini government to bo made ef­ 
fective. 
Tho Italians will pay the United 
State** over a ixriod of sixty-two years 
a total sun; of §2,047,000,000 beginning 
with annual pavmonts of $5sOOO.OOO 
for a period of five years. The pay­ 
ments will increase thereafter to reach 
a final payment of $8( .000.000. 
No 
interest will oe paid for the lirst five 
years, but, beginning at one-eighth of 
I per cent at the end of that period, 
interest will ho increased 
in 
each 
ten-year period until it reaches 2 per 
cent for the last seven years. 
No Security Clause 
The basis of settlement i. repay­ 
ment of piincipa! in full and payment 
of interest in accordance with Italy’s 
capacity to pay. 
The Italian delega­ 
tion abandoned its fight for a so-called 
security clause when the Americans 
proved adamant, and 
there 
is 
no 
“joker” in the agreement. 
Consideration of capacity to pay, 
or rather Italy’s lack of capacity to 
pay, was responsible for the low in­ 
terest rate granted. On the principal 
sum, which was fixed at $2,042,000,000 
or the original principal of $1,048,000,- 
(40 plus $304 020X00 in accrued in­ 
terest, the payment* are proportion­ 
ately the same at the annual install­ 
ments over sixty-two years in Brl* 
agreement.

Very Valuable 


State College, Pa.—The value of 
common storage on the Pennsylvania 
farm is illustrated in the experiences 
of the 
Pennsylvania 
State 
College 
here. 
A year 
ago two 
concrete 
bank 
storage cellars, each of 10,000 bush­ 
els capacity, were built by the college 
with 
aid 
of 
various 
commercial 
agencies. 
At potato digging time on 
the college farms this year the price 
was $1.25 a bushel. 
Five thousand 
bushels were stored. 
Recently after 
the unusual rise in price several car­ 
loads were sold for $2.24 
a bushel, 
about a dollar increase, of which%ad- 
vantage could not have been taken 
without the storage cellars. 
The in­ 
crease in price has netted the college 
; enough to pay for half the cost of the 
cellars in one season, according to Sr 
V. Fletcher, 
head 
of 
the 
college 
horticulture department. 
This incident is in line with similar 
experiences about 
the 
state, 
Mr. 
Fletcher declared. The present inter­ 
est in storage, the college experts a t­ 
tribute largely to the research work 
done on this important subject by the 
laboratories at Canton.
